campaign. 

A crowd of about 500, including 
all of Connecticut’s Democratic 
leaders and top candidates, cheered 
when the presidential nominee’s 
plane landed at 10:55 a.m. It left 
Springfield, Ill., at 7 o'clock. 

“A lot of people say I’m not 
serious enough,” the Democratic 
presidential candidate told a 
throng of 15,000 at the Bridgeport 


railroad station.

D. Eisenhower, carrying his cam- 
paign into politically doubtful 
Iowa, told a crowd of 4000 per- 
sons gathered in front of the Da- 
venport courthouse today that it 
is the time to open up some win- 
dows and let the fresh air in our 
government. 

He said that beyond what he 
described as “corruption in Wash- 
ington” is “inexcusable waste.” 
He cited a report of a congres- 
sional committee that $5,000,000 
in Commodity Credit Corporation 
funds had “disappeared” in grain 
warehouse transactions. 

“The Secretary of Agriculture 
(Brannan) said that $5,000,000 


was not very much to lose in a 
10 billion dollar operation,” 
Republican nominee said, “He 


said it could disappear through 


the cracks in the floor.

He told an umbrella-carrying 
crowd of about 5000 persons in 
Iowa City, Ia., that the issue to- 
day is whether the world is to 
live in peace or in “fear and 
hysteria.” 

He said if elected, his primary 
job would be to try to restore 
peace. 

Directing his remarks primarily 
to University of Iowa students, 
Eisenhower said that younger 
people hold the hope of the 
country. 

The crowd cheered when Eis- 
enhower said he had been, urged 
by some members of his party to 
“say things about the Adminis-- 
tration that couldn’t be used on 
the radio.” 

He said that if the Govern- 
ment was to be a leader of other 
nations “it must be your servant 
and no attempt made to be your 
master.” 

A light downpour fell all the 
time the Eisenhower special train 
stopped in Iowa City, but the 
crowd did not move.

have seen the gold and to hold

dispose of the cache. 

“The story under investigation 
is that years ago a Mexican na- 
tional brought the gold across the 
border during unrest in his own 
country and buried it somewhere 
in the southwest. It would have 
been legal then, but since 1933 
gold hoarding has been prohibited 
in the United"States. 

The authorities have heard re- 
ports that someone now is trying 
to sell the gold to the United 
States Mint and at the same time 
avoid hoarding penalties. ,

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Disburser Says Wealthy 


Men Set Up Trust Fund 


Was ‘Inadequate.’ 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18 (UP)— 
A California attorney was quoted 
by the New York Post today as 


saying that a group of wealthy h 


Californians had paid Republican 
vice presidential candidate Rich- 
ard Nixon between $16,000 and 
$17,000 since his election to the 
Senate two years ago. 

The newspaper quoted Dana C. 
Smith, disburser of the alleged 
“millionaires’ cluh” donations, as 
saying the contributions were 
made from a trust fund set up 
solely “to enable Dick to do a 
selling job to the American peo- 
ple in behalf of private enterprise | 
and integrity in government.” 

(In Los Angeles Smith denied | 
any money was “paid directly” 
to Nixon. Instead, he said, the 
Senator’s bills were paid. 

(The attorney said the money 
“did not go for entertainment or 
living expenses.” Smith said the 
New York Post story “was essen- 
tially correct.” 

(Smith said the funds for Nixon 
had no similarity with the gifts 
received by members of the Ad- 
ministration, which Nixon has la- 
beled “corruption” in his cam- 
paign speeches. 

(“This fund is not for his per- 
sonal use at all,” Smith said. ‘The | 
bills are all paid by me or in a 
few minor instances reimbursed 
the Senator for a few things that 
he had to pay in Washington. 
These expenses are all expenses 
which are incurred to enable him 
to do the best possible job as 
United States Senator for the peo- 
ple of the state of California.” 

(He said some Senators are 
wealthy in their own right, but 
that on has “no means of his 
own to supplement the Govern- 
ment expense allowances.” Sen- 
ators receive a tax-free expense 
account of $2500 a year, and a 
salary of $12,500. 

(Smith said the “corruption 

gifts” referred to by Nixon were 
“those made to the people per- 
sonally. It’s something they put 
in their pockets,” he said.)

(AP)—Senator Robert A. Taft said 
last night that only the election 
of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower as 
president can change “the phi- 
losophy of government spending 
and power.” 


“Gen. Eisenhower has stated 


without qualification his belief in 
the philosophy of liberty,” Taft 
told a Republican rally opening 
his 19-state tour in behalf of the 
man who beat him for the presi- 
dential nomination. 


“He stated it long before I met 


him last week,” Taft said, “and 


only reaffirmed at that time what 
he has frequently said in the past, 

“He believes strongly in our 
system of constitutional limita- 
tions on government power. He 
abhors the left-wing theory that 
the executive has unlimited pow- 
ers. 

“There is only one way. to 
change the philosophy of gov- 
ernmegt spending and power, and 
that is to elect Gen. Eisenhower 
and let him create a new admin- 
stration, with new faces and new 
thoughts.” 


Carried by Radio and TV. 


Taft’s 30-minute address to a 
crowd of more than 2000 in 
Springfield’s 2600-seat Memorial 
Hall was broadcast and telecast. 

It was Taft’s first speech since 
the July convention defeat that 
embittered many of his backers. 
Associates described his tour as 
an all-out attempt to swing his 
disappointed supporters to Eisen- 
ower, — 

Taft said his “first interest” 
was the election of Eisenhower 
and Senator Richard Nixon of 
California, vice presidential nom- 
inee. He said he would speak in 
the campaign on all the issues, 
“corruption and degradation in 
Washington, Communist influ- 
ences in the State Department, 
the surrender of China to the 
Communists, the Korean war and 
Acheson foreign policy.” 


Wants G.O.P. Congress. 


_ Taft urged election of a Repub- 
lican Congress, saying, “the only 
reason that we have any real 
liberty left in the United States 
is the independence of Congress 
shown during the past 14 years.” 

As Nixon had done earlier in 
his opening campaign address_in 
Columbus, O., Taft put the “cap- 
tive candidate” tag on Gov, Adlai 
E. Stevenson of Illinois, the 
Democratic: presidential nominee, 

“I can tell you,” Taft said, 
“that if he (Stevenson) is elected 
on the Democratic ticket with the 
support of the same people who 
supported President Truman, he 
is going to be engulfed in the 
same totalitarian philosophy that 
deminates four-fifths of those 
who are influential in the prese 
ent administration. 

“He cannot clean up the mesg 
of false philosophy of spending 
and power any more than he can 
clean up the mess of corruption, 
He is a captive candidate. He 
would be a captive President.” 


On Meeting With Eisenhower. 


The Senator recalled his state 
ment after last week’s visit with 
Eisenhower that their differences 
were more a matter of degree 
than principle. He said he and 
Eisenhower “agree a good deal 
more” than Stevenson does with 
Senator Byrd of Virginia. 

“Gov. Stevenson,” Taft said, 
“apparently is disappointed toe 
find that Gen. Eisenhower and I 
agree that liberty is the basis of 
all future progress, that there 
isn’t any basic difference in the 
Republican party on that belief, 
and that Government spending 
and power must be reduced.” 

Taft also urged Ohioans to elect 
his brother, Charles P. Taft, as 
their Governor: Charles Taft ad- 
dressed the rally ahead of Sena- 
tor Taft. .

The status of rent control in 
unincorporated areas of St. Louis 
county was in doubt today, despite 
an opinion by County Counselor 
John J. McAtee, read last night 
at a meeting of the County Coun- 
cil, that ceilings were in effect. 

McAtee said the action of in- 
corporated municipalities in ap- 
proving extensions in their areas 
would have the effect of extend- 
ing controls te the unincorporated 


districts, without the necessity of 
action by the council. 

Republican members of the 
council thereupon refused to vote 
when a resolution, calling for ex- 
tension of controls outside com- 
munities, came up for action.

Councilman James McNary, 
Democrat, who had _ introduced 
the resolution last month, argued 
that passage of the measure 
would give tenants in the unin- 
corporated areas “something to 
fall back on” if McAtee’s opinion 
was not correct, 

McNary and Thomas Dunne, 
also a Democrat, voted for the

UAW ASKING. G.W.

Union Is Seeking Imme- 


diate Wage and Pen-|_ 


sion Benefits Outside 
the Contract. 


DETROIT, Sept. 18 (AP) — 
Bound by contract until 1955, the 
CIO United Auto Workers union 
is asking General Motors to go 
beyond their historic cost-of-liv- 
ing pact and grant immediate 
wage and pension benefits. 

If G.M.—the industry's pattern 


setter for years — agrees, the’ 


union presumably will ask Ford, 
Chrysler and other auto com- 
panies with similar contracts to 
do likewise. 


The U.A.W. disclosed seilieities | 
that informal discussions on the 
subject, as secret as the contract 
negotiations themselves, have 
been held recently. The talks 
are reported to have been brief 
so far. General Motors declined 
to comment on their nature. 

Teh union’s national General 
Motors council, representing 
some 350,000 G.M. workers 
throughout the country, touched 
off the drive for contract im- 
provements. 

Added Benefits Sought. 


Emphasizing that it was not at- 
tempting to reopen the non-re- 
openable contract, the council 
said additional benefits were 
needed to bring the contract, 
signed in pre-Korean May 1950, 
abreast of current living condi- 
tions. It adopted a resolution 
asking the industry’s biggest pro- 
ducer to “implement” the agree- 
ment by: 


1. Boosting the guaranteed 
annual 4-cent hourly increase 
—the so-called annual improve- 
ment factor—to 5 cents 


2. Adding 21 of the 26 cents 
an hour gained in cost-of-liv- 
ing adjustments since the pact 
was signed to base pay. This 
would mean that only 5 cents 
could be taken away if the 
cost-of-living dives sharply be- 
tween now and May 1955. 

3. Adjusting pensions of G. 
M. workers who have retired 
under the contract to give 
them the same purchasing pow- 
er they had when the agree- 
ment was signed. The union 
did not say how much of an in- 
crease would be needed in the 
current maximum of $125 a 
month, including social secur- 
ity. 

System Set Up in 1948. 

General Motors and the UAW 
first negotiated in 1948 the now 
much-used escalator system hitch- 
ing wages to living costs. That was 
a two-year pact. In 1950 they re- 
vised it somewhat and extended it 
for five years. 

Now virtually all the industry’s 
million workers are covered by 
cost-of-living agreements, provid- 
ing a one-cent pay boost or cut for 
each 1.14 rise or fall in the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics’ con- 
sumers price index. They also are 
covered by the 4-cent "improve-

To-Quit Over Call to Break Strike 


Story of 1946 Train 


General Reported to Have Toned Down Full 


Tie-Up in Speech— 


Talks With Truman Revealed. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18 (AP)— 
The New York Times says as- 
sociates of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower have revealed that he 
threatened to resign as Army 
chief of staff in 1946 if forced to 
act as “a strikebreaker” in the 
railroad strike that spring. 

In his speech before the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor yester- 
day, the Republican presidential 
candidate, said: 

“I was trying to get some rest 
down in Georgia. I got a telephone 
call from Washington. The ries- 
sage directed that I return to 
Washington immediately to as- 
sume command of the railway 


including a call to the Army. He 
also asked for a joint meeting of 
the Senate and House to hear an 
address from him. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson announced 


secretary phoned the praeale’ 
and handed the telephone to the 
general. 

The President told the general 
the Administration was going to 
‘draft railroad men into the Army 
to get the roads back into opera- 
tion and the general was needed 
to take charge of the move.

SPRINGFIELD, 0O., Sept. 18 (AP). 

The text of the speech*of Senator Robert A. Taft at a Repubd- 

: lican political rally here last night follows: ; 
T is a real pleasure to come to Springfield to begin my participa- 
tion in another great Republican campaign in Ohio, and a crucial 
campaign throughout the nation. I have come to speak for all 


the Republican candidates, state, 


first interest is national and the election of Eisenhower and Nixon. 
Gen. Eisenhower has proved his capacity to lead, his sound knowl- 
edge of men and of world conditions, his grasp of the fundamental 
principles of American free government. Dick Nixon I have served 
with in the’ Congress. I spoke with him near here—in Dayton— 
some years ago and have we been impressed with his ability 


and fairness. 


I am vitally concerned with the 
election of a Republican Con. 
gress. During New Deal years 
Congress alone, it has seemed to 
me, has really represented the 
opinion of the people. It has 
stood four-square against Com- 
munism and the socialization of 
our government. John Bricker 
has been in the forefront of that 
battle. He and I have campaigned 
together and fought together for 
15 years and I am anxious from 
the bottom of my heart that~he 
be reelected. 

“Your congressman, Clarance 
Brown, doesn’t need my help, but 
I cannot come here to his dis- 
trict without expressing my deep 
gratitude for all he has done for 
me my campaigns and for his 
unwavering support of the prin- 
ciplés in which you and I be- 
lieve. 

Here in Springfield I am just 
as much concerned in urging you 
to vote for our candidate for 
governor, Charles P. Taft of Cin- 
cinnati, to apply in the statehouse 
at Columbus the same principles 
of efficient, honest and sound 
government which must be re- 
stored in Washington. I can give 
you the highést recommendation 
for our candidate for governor. 
I have known him a good deal 
longer than most of you here.

Principal Issue. 

During this campaign I ex-

centage of the people’s income 
taken by government for its ac- 
tivities.

It is fair to say that the 
average workman in this country 
today pays to government direct- 
ly and indirectly 25 per cent of 
his income. 

Our Democratic friends like 
to ask the question, has your 
liberty been reduced? Apart 
from all kinds of business and 
farm and labor regulations, 
apart from the drafting of your- 
self or your sons for two years’ 
military service in Korea or 
Germany, you are losing at 
least a fourth of your liberty 
because you have lost the right 
to spend a fourth of the money 
which you have earned by the 
sweat of your brow. The Gov- 
ernment takes your earnings 
and decides for you how that 
money shall be spent—for serv- 
ices you probably will not re- 
ceive and for services which 
you may Not desire. 

After all, what is liberty? I 
never have liked the term “free 
enterprise” because it seems to 
refer only to business liberty, and 
we are interested in something 
much broader than that. Liberty 
is the right of man to live his 
own life and choose his own job; 
the right of every family to spend 
its earnings on, those things which 
it desires and not have them spent 
for it by a benevolent Govern- 
ment; liberty of the farmer to 
run his own farm; iiberty of the 
workman to work at his chosen

speech and of the press; liberty 
to express ideas and to have those

?| businessman to run his own busi- 
ness the way he thinks it ought 
to be run without interference 
and limitation by Government, or 
discouragement by excessive

American Productivity. 

It is this general liberty which 
has given the reward and incen- 
tive to men to spend their own 
time and their own money on new 
ideas—new ideas in -ducation, in 
science and in industry. In par- 
ticular, the free competition of 
new ideas and new methods and 
new products has steadily in- 
creased the productivity of the 
American workman until today he 
makes two and one-half times as 
much product on the average as 
the British workman, who is 
probably better than most others 
in the world. We produce more 
per person, not only in the fac- 
tory but on the farm and so 
there is more to divide up per 
person. Therefore the American 
standard of living is about two 
and one-half times that of the 
British—better homes, more home 
equipment, more automobiles, ra- 
dios, television, better education, 
better recreation and more of all 
the things that make life worth- 
while. ee 

This steady gain hasn’t hap- 
pened in the last 20 years either. 
It has been a steady progress 
since this country was founded. 
In fact, the increase in the 
standard of living for Americans 
for the 50 years from 1869 to 1919 
was about 150 per cent or 3 per 
cent a year, while the increase in 
the 20 years from 1929 to 1949 
was 50 per cent or 244 per cent 
a year on the average. In the last 
two years, there has been a gen- 
eral decrease in the standard of 
living and quite a deficit in most 
family budgets. Real wages in in- 
dustry have been practically sta- 
tionary during these two years 
and the steady increase in taxes 
has reduced the take-home pay to 
a point where most families are 
worse off than they were before 
the Korean war. But the indus- 
trial workman is comparatively 
well off because his unions have 
done their best to increase their 
wage rates in accord with the cost 
of living. Millions of other work- 
ers have had no increase in wage 
rates and have had to pay more 
for all the necessities of life. Mil- 
lions of families living on their 
savings or fixed allowances are 
much worse off than they were 
two years ago. 

Indirect. Taxes. 

Some of the ‘necrease in 
taxes from big government ap- 
pears in dirc:t reductions from 
take-home pay and income tax 
payments, wat even more in the 
increased prices on every ar- 
ticle, food, clothing, furnishings 
that you buy at the stores. Ex- 
cise taxes admittedly are passed 
on to the consumer, Generally 
speaking corporation taxes and 
even individual income taxes 
get into the cost of production 
and are reflected in the prices 
that you pay. When the Gov- 
ernmené fails to balance the 
budget as last year and this

year, are 

creased by Viz tudes maine Some dees 
are passed back from the cen- 
tral market to the farmer, so 
that he gets less for produce 
than he sells. Once taxes get 
to a point where they are really 
burdensome, they become infla- 
tionary. The increased prices 
which they cause are reflected 
in increased wages and in more 
prices again and a constantly 
increasing spiral of inflation. 
The prosperity of which the 
Democrats boast is a false illu- 
sion. Whatever increased wages 
you get you pay out in higher 
prices, Inflation if long con- 
tinued means first a boom and 
then a bust. 

High taxes also block the 
progress we have made in new 
jobs and more efficient produc- 
tion. Today they are so high it 
is almost impossible to start a 
new business. Only the big com- 
panies can get the capital to ex- 
pand further and thus they ac- 
quire a more and more dominat- 
ing influence in the industrial 
field, We have always progressed 
in thé past because men with new 
ideas, new products, new methods 
had an incentive to start their 
own little business and then build 
it up from their own earnings. 
That is the way most of the big 
companies began. Today the 
whole process is choked down by 
the tremendous tax on earnings 
which used to be plowed back 
into the business. I doubt if 
Henry Ford could ever have de- 
veloped his new ideas of high 
wages and cheap automobiles, un- 
der our present system of tax 
laws. When I was young, young 
couples were able to save to pro- 
tect their families in their old 
age. Today I know very few 
people, young or old, who don’t 
have to spend every cent of their 
income to support and educate 
their children. 

Big government is not only 
destroying liberty, but also self- 
reliance and initiative. 

Dependence on Government. 

Of course spending has an- 
other bad effect. The more the 
Government spends, the greater 
its power and influence over peo- 
ple and the more it deprives them 
of their independence of thought. 
Many businessmen have come to 
depend upon the Government for 
contracts. ‘Millions of people are 
drawing government checks, 
Spending alone adds to the dan- 
ger of self-perpetuating arbitrary 
power, 

Gen. Eisenhower has spoken 
unequivocally of his determina- 
tion to reduce drastically the over- 
all expenses of the Government. 
Mr. Truman proposed to spend 85 
billion dollars in this fiscal year 
and 85 billion next year. The only 
reason he isn’t doing it is because 
his organization is so inefficient 
it can’t manage to get it spent. 
Gen. Eisenhower's goal is 70 bil- 
‘lion dollars next year and 60 bil- 
lion in the fiscal year of 1955. 
Certainly no one knows as well as 
he how the tremendous expendi- 
tures for armaments can be cut. 
His organizing ability was proved 
in Europe during the war and in 
his NATO command. We have 
just had one example of unneces- 
sary expense from the report of 
the Democratic subcommittee of 
the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services which vividly portrays

thes tremendous waste and corrup- 
tion in the building of military 
airports in Morocco. A reduction 
of Government expense to 60. bil- 
lion dollars in fiscal 1955 would 
mean a tax reduction of 13 per 
cent in 1954. 

Of course, Gov. Stevenson, like 
every candidate, promises econ- 
omy. Certainly a record in IIli- 
nois does not show any practical 
ability on his part to reduce 
spending. The ‘trouble is that 
every department head and 
bureau chief in Washington is 
imbued with the Harry Hopkins 
philosophy that government 
spending is a good thing in itself. 
“Spend and spend, tax and tax, 
and elect and elect.” President 
Truman has repeatedly  de- 
nounced every attempt to reduce 
his swollen budget by a single 
penny. The substitution of anew 
chief to the same old bureauc- 
racy isn’t going to change the 
philosophy that we have had to 
battle in Washington.

Economic planning. itself may 
show us the goals we are trying 
to reach, But the New Deal or 
the Fair Deal or the Stevenson 
Deal is imbued with the thought 
that the goals of such plans can 
only be reached by Government 
control, regulations and direction. 
Their only remedy for every prob- 
lem is create a new federal bu- 
reau, and give it unlimited power 
and money to find a*solution. It 
is no longer admitted that perhaps 
the people, or the local communi- 
ties could solve their own prob- 
lems, or that Congress itself could 
pass intelligently on a definite 
program. . 

Only a determined Consitees has 
prevented farm legislation like the 
Brannan plan, the very essence 
of which is Government limitation 
of acreage and the telling every 
farmer how to run his farm. 

In the field of labor, Gov. Ste- 
venson has not repudiated the 
idea that all major labor disputes 
should be settled by the Govern- 
ment. Both in 1946 and in 1951, 
President Truman, without author- 
ity of law, created a Government 
board and undertook to impose 
upon industry and labor a specific 
Government-fixed wage, and in 
this last year also a union shop 
in the steel industry. He aban- 
doned the whole theory of free 
collective bargaining as a solution 
for labor-management relations, 
simply because Philip Murray de- 
manded that the Government take 
a position on his side and give him 
whatever he asked. Certainly 
there should be no Government 
interference until every possible 
resource has been abandoned and 
the national safety is in real 
danger.

remedy for labor Seals S which 
means more Government power, 
and incidentally carries with it 
the right of unlimited injunction 
against labor unions themselves. 
The injunction against the United 
Mine Workers, which resulted in 
a heavy fine, and numerous in- 
junctions against the railroad 
workers in the past two years, 
were based solely on the fact 
that the Government must have 
power to enjoin strikes by its own 
employes. 


In business the philosophy of 
the New Deal calls for the fixing 
of prices and wages and the allo- 
cation of materials, under OPA 
or OPS. Except in the greatest 
emergency, government control in 
these fields not only interferes 
with liberty, but it is ultimately 
without effect, or even defeats 
its own purposes. 


The philosophy of the New 
Deal has threatened to take 
over the whole welfare field 
from state and local control. 
In the last 50 years we have 
steadily improved our handling 
of welfare matters—education, 
welfare, health and social re- 
lief, but these improvements 
have been primarily made by 
the communities themselves. 
These are the fields in which 
each community should deter- 
mine exactly what it wishes and 
certainly should have full con- 
trol of every program. The 
place of the Federal ‘Govern- 
ment is one of research; advice 
and ce, where that 

ce is vitally needed to 
achieve adequate service. 


Unfortunately, the men who 
run the bureaus in Washington 
have been determined to federal- 
ize these services. This is the 
basis of the national health insur- 
ance program repeatedly recom- 
mended by President Truman and 
ambiguously indorsed by Gov. 
Stevenson. President Truman 
scoffs at the idea that medical 
services should be handled on a 
local basis; and his own plan 
would involve a vast new federal 
bureau raising five billion dollars 
more taxes on payrolls. We have 
had a constant battle in Congress 
to prevent the Labor Department 
from federalizing the unemploy- 
ment compensation services of 
the different states. Old age in- 
surance has been federalized, but 
the old-age assistance program is 
still primarily within the control 
of the states with a liberal federal 
grant to assist it. 


If the Federal Government ac- 
quires the power to go into every 
home in this country and take 


the cost of billions of dollars of 
more taxes all the matters within 
the proper jurisdiction of our 
state and local communities, there 
will be little remaining of local 
self-government. In my opinion, 
we cannot have freedom in a 
country the size of the United 
States unless we do maintain in 
all possible strength the power of 
communities to decide their own 
affairs to the extent of their 
ability. No federal bureau is re- 
sponsive to public opinion; nor is 
it able to adjust its global plans 
to the needs of each special lo- 
cality. It is necessarily arbitrary 
and tyrannical in its dealings with 


over in vast federal bureaus alee only amending &, 


ding; millions of unfortunate families 
who may need these services. + 

This same philosophy of federal 
power does not stop today at con- 
stitutional restraint. President 
Truman seized the steel mills 
without statutory authority, and 
fortunately was rebuked by the 
Supreme Court. He and Secretary 
Acheson assert the right to send 
American troops to any point in 
the world, even though it involves 
us necessarily in war; though the 
Constitution says that only Con- 
gress can declare war. 


The only reason that we have 
any real liberty left in the 
United States is the indepen- 
dence of Congress shown during 
the past 14 years. There isn’t 
,any doubt in my mind that we 
have represented the attitude of 
the. people of this country 
against a Government-planned 
economy, power and bureau- 
cracy. It is. said that Gov. Ste- 
venson is a nice guy and 
wouldn’t think of violating any- 
body’s rights. I can tell you 
that if he is elected on the 
Democratic ticket with the sup- 
port of the same people who 
supported President Truman, he 
is going to be ingulfed in the 
same totalitarian philosophy 
that dominates four-fifths of 
those who are influential in the 
present Administration. He can- 
not clean up the mess of false 
philosophy of spending and 
power any more than he can 
clean up the mess of corruption. 
He is a captive candidate. He 
would be a captive President. 


Gen. Eisenhower has stated 
without qualification his belief in 
the philosophy of liberty. He 
stated it long before I met him 
last week, and only reaffirmed at 
that time what he has frequently 
said in the past. He believes 
strongly in our system of consti- 
tutional limitations and govern- 
ment power. He abhors the left- 
wing theory that the executive 
has unlimited powers. There is 
only one way to change the 
philosophy of government spend- 
ing and power, and that is to elect 
Gen. Eisenhower and let him 
create a new Administration, 
with new faces and. new thought. 


Gov. Stevenson apparently is 
disappointed to find that Gen. 
Eisenhower and I agree that 
liberty is the basis of all future 
progress, that there isn’t any 
basic difference in the Republi- 
can party on that belief, and that 
government spending and power 
must be reduced. As for the 
Taft-Hartley law, after all it was 
only a month ago that Gov. Stev- 
enson himself was opposed to re- 
peal of the Taft-Hartley law and 
as 
I have done. His change on this 
subject and the whistle-stop tour 
of President Truman appear to 
be part of the great Missouri 
Compromise of 1952. The Taft- 
Hartley law is no more than a 
law to preserve the liberty of 
collective bargaining, the liberty 
to strike, except for brief waiting 
periods in national emergency 
cases, and the liberty of the in- 
dividual union workman against 
both employer and labor official. 


Of course Gen. Eisenhower and 
I don’t agree on every issue, 
though we agree a good deal 
more than Gov: Stevenson does 
with Senator Byrd. The very

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
~—Industry’s rapid recovery from 
this summer’s two-month § steel 
strike was underlined in a Labor 
Department employment report 
today. 

The department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said non-farm 
employment hit a record level of 
46,900,000 persons in jobs in mid- 
August. 

This was an increase of 900,000 
from mid-July and 200,000 over 
the figure a year ago. 

The bureau said the number of 
workers claiming state jobless 
benefits hit a seasonal postwar 
low at the end of August. 

“This low level of claims,” the 
bureau’s statement’ said, “indi- 
cated that not only had nearly all 
the workers returned to their 
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jobs, but that many. plants ex- 
panded employment above pre- 
strike levels.” 

Steel stocks evidently never got 
as low as was expected. Because 
the bureau said that only two 
weks after the strike was over, 
three-fourths of the workers af- 
fected were back on thir jobs. 

' Bsides the recovery in basic 
steel and metal working plants, 
seasonal expansion was noted in 
food processing and soft goods 
industries. Strong seasonal gains 


in the textile, apparel and leather 


products industry groups contin- 
ued the recovery from the low 
level to which employment in 
these industries had dropped last 
winter.

Not Ideal Labor Candidate. 

While Elliott is “something less 
than the ideal labor candidate,” 
the AFL stewards declared, he is 
running on “a moderately pro- 
gressive record” and offers a plat- 
form which includes a state Fair 
Employment Practices Commis- 
sion and amendments to thc “ing- 
Thompson Act. 

Elliott addressed the AFL shop 
stewards last night and recom- 
mepded that a. state commission 
be set up to study axisting Mis- 
souri labor legislation for the 
purpose of improving laws which 
cause “constant agitation.” 

Bidding for organized labor’s 
support, Elliott said Missouri 
needs “to survey and study all 
existing laws dealing with the en- 
tire field of employer-employe re- 
lations.” 

Frustration Policy Charged. 

Failure of previous state ad- 
ministrations to improve labor 
laws, he said, “has left in its wake 
frustration, hostility and suspicion 
in the delicate collective bargain- 
ing process,” . and has caused “con- 
stant agitation and charges of in- 
equity and unfairness.” 

The commission, composed of 
representatives of labor, industry 
and. the public, should study “the 
unwarranted absence of adequate 
protective legislation affecting the 
working women and children of 
Missouri,” Elliott said.

GEN. TAFT IS RUNNIN 
G0, SPARKMAN SHY 


‘Issued Proclamation After 
Great Surrender,’ He Tells 
Miami Audience. 


MIAMI, Fla., Sept. 18 (AP)— 
Senator John J. Sparkman, 
Democratic nominee for Vice 
President, told 2000 persons in 
Bayfront Park auditorium last 


night that the Republicans have 
what he called “a new general— 
a man called Gen. Taft.” 

“You remember the great sur- 
render?” he asked the andience 
which filled two-thirds of the 
hall.“ “It was the most abject 
surrender I have ever heard of.” 

The Senator from Alabama was 
referring to the breakfast meet- 
ing between Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
hower, Republican nominee for 
President, and Senator Robert 
Taft last Friday. 

“If Gen. Eisenhower should 
win, he might wear the crown. 
but Gen. Taft would wield the 
sceptre,” Sparkman said. 

“We've had plenty of generaliz- 
ing from the Republicans al- 
ready,” he continued, “and I real- 
ly don’t know what the new gen- 
eral—Gen. Taft—will say, but 
he’s issued a proclamation.” 

Sparkman spoke off-the-cuff 
for half an hour after completing 
his regular address and the audi- 
ence cheered him when he said: 

“I’m confident that when Nov. 
4 comes around the South will 
stand solid. The Republicans 
have never done anything for the 
South and they won’t do any- 
thing. 

“The Democratic party has 
been the historic friend of the 
South and the South has come 
into its own economically and 
politically.” 

Sparkman sounded the same 
general theme when he opened 
his Florida campaign in Jackson- 
ville yesterday afternoon.

So did six of the seven eating 
places closed by state inspectors 
pending improvement of food- 
handling practices. 

Hart’s hamburger shop did a 
brisk sandwich ‘business last 
night, and even served a few 
round steak dinners. The proprie- 
tor boasted that the place passed 


state inspection with flying col- 
ors. 

The town’s eight doctors, who 
‘have been seeing 580 to 60 pa- 
tients a day and answering count- 
less telephone calls seeking ad- 
vice, got a breathing spell, People 
with sore throats were not so 
panicky, and the queries—ques- 
tions like “shall I leave my win- 
dows open at night” and “is it 
all right to go ahead and do my 
washing”—tapered off.

A proposed amendment to the 
United States Constitution in- 
tended to curb the making of 
executive agreements in lieu of 
treaties will be debated today by 
the association’s house of dele- 
gates.

“It is historically demonstrable 
that executive agreements have 
been increasingly used in lieu of 
treaties largely as a matter of 
growing executive usurpation.. 

“There has recently prevailed 
in the State Department the 
theory that the President has in 
his discretion the choice of resort- 
ing either to treaties or executive 
agreements in his dealings with 
foreign nations.” 

These agreements, some of 
them involving long-range and

| people that it would be fitting to 
| remove any conceivable doubt on 
ithe question by constitutional 
/amendment,” the committee said.

Federation of Labor was, in some ways, perhaps 
his most appealing major campaign effort so 


far. At the.same time, it was one of his vaguest | 


discussions of an important subject. It will 
need to be much clarified if the country is to 
know what he really . thinks about the labor 
issue. 

The effective parts of the speech were those 
which were personal or seemed to reflect the 
Eisenhower the country knew before he became 
the Republican presidential nominee. 


He spoke of his humble birth as the basis for | 


his helief that he knows the “elemental needs 
and rights of all working men and women.” He 
told how, when he went into the Army 41 years 
‘ago, he left a job in a Kansas creamery at which 
he worked 84 hours a week—“from six to six”~ 
seven nights a week. He marveled at labor’s ad- 
vance in the intervening four decades. He 
thanked labor for the way in which it supported 
his hand when he was supreme commander in 
World War II. The contribution of the working 
men and women, he said, was “beyond all 
calculation.” 
. . . 

When Gen. Eisenhower took up the problem 
of labor-management disputes he asserted his 
firm faith in collective bargaining. He found in 
free negotiation the best method for adjusting 
labor differences. To abolish the contest be- 
tween employers and employes, he said, would 
be to abolish economic freedom.’ In order that 
this contest may be productive, he called for 
responsible unions and responsible employers. 
Since weak unions cannot be responsible, he 
said that was “sufficient reason for having 
strong unions.” 

The G.O.P. nominee also commended labor for 
ridding its leadership of Communists and he 
said that if labor leaders were ‘required to take 
a non-Communist oath the same requirement 
should be made of employers. He condemned 
the “handful of reactionaries” who would like to 
spin the clock back to the days “when unorgan- 
ized labor was a huddled, almost helpless mass.” 

Taking a cue from Gov. Stevenson’s Labor day 
address at Detroit, the General disavowed @ bid 
for the labor vote and, also following Gov. 
Stevenson, said in effect that he would stand 
above the pressure of special-groups. This is 
to the good. 

Beyond this the General tended to be unclear 
and at times in conflict with himself in the same 
address. The deeper he waded out into the sea 
of labor troubles the less specific he was. Thus 
he first rejected compulsion as the way of Hitler 
and Stalin, and utterly without a place in Amer- 
ican labor relations.. He denounced government 
seizure of industry and said that his opponent 
talked out of both sides of his mouth in opposing 
the labor injunction but raising the possibility of 
legal seizure under emergency conditions. Gen. 
Eisenhower did not disavow the injunction in 
so many words, but such disavowal would have 
followed logically in his context. 

With that he passed on to his firm stand 
against repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act. He called 
for the law’s amendment, and muS&t have sur- 
prised Senator Taft when he went so far as to 
say that as it stands it might be used to “break 
unions.” He commended the 80-day cooling off 
period, which the act provides, but did not say 
how he would enforce the cooling off period 
without the injunction. He pridefully cited the 


-Taft-Hartley Act.

Gen. Eisenhower needs to say clearly what 
he thinks about the injunction. provision of the 
Taft-Hartley Act.. Would he abolish the injunce- 
tion or would he retain it? If he would abolish 
it, then how would he guarantee the fulfillment 
of the 80-day cooling off period? — 


But even if the General finds some formula | 


for persuading disputants to coo] off for 80 days 
without the compulsion of the injunction, what 


does he do when the 80 days have run their ~ 


course and there is no settlement? Is he will- 
ing then to allow a complete breakdown in a 
vital industry? Is it his idea that production 
which is needed in war or defense work be 
stopped indefinitely? Does he have no plan as 


to what should be done in a labor tieup in a/ 


crisis that menaces the nation’s very existence? 


The General thinks the country does not get 
enough use out of the federal mediation service. 
Doubtless -the. overworked federal conciliators 
would have another idea about that. But be that 
as it may, there is a basic weakness in all that 
the Republican standard bearer says about con- 
ciliation and mediation. He seems to overlook 
the fact that the serious strikes come after con- 
ciliation and mediation have been tried and 
failed. 

Were conciliation and mediation always sue- 
cessful there would be no occasion to have a 
Had mediation worked ih the 
coal case, there would have been no fines of 
$2,100,000 against John L. Lewis’ union. Gen. 
Fisenhower seems to think that men of good will 
can get together and work it out, on the best 
of terms, He forgets that while he has. been 
spending his life in the Army many thousands 
of negotiators from both labor and management 
have invested many more thousands of hours 
doing, sometimes successfully, sometimes unsuc- 
cessfully, just what he proposes as his chief 
solution. 

. . . 

One part of the General’s speech was twice 
interesting. That was his reference to the pro- 
posal to draft striking railway workers into the 
Army in 1946. He says he protested bitterly 
and first refused to assume command of the 
strikers. Then, so he says, he agreed, as a 
soldier not as a strikebreaker, to meet the lead- 
ers of the railway men. He recalls the details 
including the phone summons from Washington 
when he was in Georgia on a rest. 

Why, it may be asked, did he cite this experi- 
ence out of his years as chief of staff when he 
made no similar reference in his Philadelphia 
speech to having been chief of staff at the time 
of the 1947 decision to withdraw American 
troops from Korea—a “blunder.” so he said, 
which led to the Korean war? Why recall the 
one set of facts if he did not choose to recall the 
other? 

The presidential campaign is now well under 
way. How is it then that Gen. Eisenhower has 
chosen to be so indefinite on this important 
subject? Why has he left so many obvious 
questions unanswered? If the country is to have 
knowledge of his labor views he will need to be 
much more specifie. 


McGrath’s Wild Pitch 

J. Howard McGrath made one of the widest 
throws of the season when he told House inves- 
tigators that “if there was any holding back” in 
the inquiry into St. Louis tax scandals, the 
Treasury Department and not the Justice De- 
partment was to blame. 

‘Tf there was any holding back,” he says! 

Members of the grand jury had already testi- 
fied that the Justice Department refused full 
co-operation with their work. A year ago it was 
disclosed that Justice Department agents insisted 
that the investigation be handled through “rou- 
tine” channels. At one time the inquiry itself 
was stalled by a whitewashed report which had 
Washington’s approval. 

The Justice Department did not, in fact, prom- 
ise full co-operation to the local inquiry until 
United States District Judge George H. Moore 
blasted. that promise from McGrath in a per- 
sonal telephone call. 

It is understandable why McGrath, now out 
of the Cabinet, might like to pitch the ball to 
the Treasury Department. And it will be no sur- 
prise if Secretary of the Treasury Snyder does 
not want to catch it. 

The nation-wide tax scandals occurred in a 
branch of Snyder’s own department. While the 
Internal Revenue Bureau has fired 174 employes 
in a year, Snyder did little to clean up the mess 
until it was publicly exposed. The Secretary of 
the Treasury cannot be proud of this record. 

But Howard McGrath has no excuse for a 
grand-stand play. He cannot defend his record in 
the Justice Department simply by tossing to the 
Treasury Department. For the Justice Depart- 
ment had a deep obligation in the St. Louis case. 

It is the Justice Department which prosecutes 
tax cases. It is the Justice Department ,which 
directs grand jury investigations. It is the Jus- 
tice Department which weeds corruption out 
of federal office—or should. 

In the St. Louis tax scandals the Justice De- 
partment dallied with all these duties until it 
was forced to co-operate with Judge Moore. 
Howard McGrath cannot throw that fact away.

Chou Says Yes 
Russia has now arranged to fulfill its prom- 
ises to Red China regarding Port Arthur and 
the Changchun railway by not performing either. 

Port Arthur, which Russia was to have re- 
turned to China by the end of this year under 
terms of the 1950 Russo-Chinese treaty, is to 
remain in Russian hands by Chou En-lai’s own 
request. The Chinese Premier’g excuse that the 
area is threatened by the Western powers’ peace 
treaty with Japan is grist for the Russian propa- 
ganda mill, but will it satisfy Chinese who see 
the Communist regime giving away part of their 
country to the master Communist regime of an- 
other country? 

In form, Russia returns the Changchun rail- 
way to China, but in substance retains that vital 
line by controlling its terminals. No one who 
has so much as heard of the Russians’ obstruc- 


tionist tactics in Berlin can have any doubt about 


how much they can make of a roadblock... 
So the Chinese Communists hand . over -the 

railway to the Russian Communists in everything 

but name, and Port Arthur in name as’ well. 


There has been speculation that China would | 
_ behave more independeritly of Moscow than an 
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words. It is worth reminding ourselves, mean- 
while, that both Russia and China are embarked 
on ambitious programs of railway building, and 
on programs of finking together ‘their railway 
systems, not only on the Manchuria frontier in 
the east, but also on the Sinkiang frontier in the 
west. The eastern network of Russian and Chi- 
nese railroads hangs over the Korean peninsula 
ahd supports Vladivostok, looking out toward 
Japan. 

It is up to American policy to think straight 
enough and to be strong enough to prevent this 
marshaling yard of Chinese and Russian power 
from tampering with the peace of the world. 
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From Warrensburg Sewers 


Citizens of St.Louis and St. Louis county have 
been slow to modernize and unify their sewer 
systems. Warrensburg citizens have been slow, 
too. Today business is almost at a standstill 
in Warrensburg, schools are closed, and 14 per- 
sons are ill with infantile paralysis and two 
dead. The mayor, rightly or wrongly, says an 
obsolete sewage disposal system contributed to 
the epidemic. 

The sewers that are out of sight are too easily 
out of mind, until disease overflows. But no 
doubt Warrensburg citizens, who twice voted 
down bonds for a new sewage plant, will now 
get busy on their sewer-system. It is, of course, 
later than it should be in Warrensburg. Nobody 
can say how late it may be for the St. Louis area. 

An effort to create a board of freeholders to 
plan a metropolitan sewer district failed earlier 
this year, becauge not enough St. Louisans 
would sign petitions for it. Now petitions are 
being circulated again. With Warrensburg as a 
reminder this time, the signatures ought to flow

When Adlai E. Stevenson named his 
friend, Stephen Arnold Mitchell, chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee, he 
may have surprised even himself by his 
daring. 

Certainly he startled most other people. 
Not only has Mr. Mitchell had no experi- 
ence in the rough and tumble of national 
politics, but he is not a political figure at 
all, in any usual sense, and he is scarcely 
known even in his hOme community. 

Probably the only Democratic national 
committeeman he had ever talked with be- 


, fore his appointment 


was Colonel Jacob M. 
Arvey. Jim Farley, 
prototype of all party 
chairmen, knew ev- 
erybody and every- 
thing; Mr. Mitchell 
knows nobody and 
nothing — according 
to the _ politicians. 
They all agree with

They sold the idea to Colonel 
Arvey and the Cook county committee, 
who eventually slated the politically un- 
known and untried Stevenson for Gover- 
nor instead. 


Recalls Gov. Altgeld 


In the very year he came forth with the 
name of Stevenson, Mitchell lost the one 
political plum he sought for himself. He 
wanted to be United States District Attor- 
‘ney at Chicago, a position traditionally 
held, during a Democratic Administration, 
by a Catholic. He had the best of sponsor- 
ship—influential leaders of his church and 
National Committeeman Edward J. Kelly, 
thrice Mayor of Chicago. But a bipartisan 
group privately decided that for once a 
Catholic was not going to get the post, and 
a young Protestant war veteran, the son of 
a distinguished judge, was named instead. 


At the civic dinner in observance of the 
100th anniversary of the birth of John 
Peter Altgeld, Mitchell acted as master of 
ceremonies. It would be interesting to 
know what caused an aspiring and respecta- 
ble young man to take the lead, with Harry 
Barnard, in honoring a liberal Governor 
who was more roundly dendunced by the 
respectable -citizens of his day than any 
other public figure has been in the history 
of Illinois. 


, Justice Douglas, a friend of Mitchell’s, 
emphasized ‘Governor Altgeld’s fight 
against intolerance, discrimination, and 
special privilege. Hé warned that just. as 
Altgeld wés called subversive for cham- 
pioning unpopular causes, men today are 
hounded and harassed for uphol what 
they believe to be right. This is the sort 
of thing Mitchell believes in, not with the 
wild fervor of a crusader but in a sober, 
almost ponderous fashion. 


Conservative or Liberal? 


Mitchell is friendly and communicative * 


in ordinary circumstances but no back- 
slapper; sometimes he appears diffident,

But when he was 
asked, after his appointment as national 
chairman,’ whether he was a conservative 
or a liberal, he replied, “Those words con- 
fuse me:” 

On the same occasion he confessed: “I

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ran the family farm. according to a friend 
who knew him then; he delivered milk, 
read, and studied. 

After attending Creighton University in 
Omaha he went to Georgetown University, 
a Catholic institution in the District of 
Columbia. There he studied law at night 
and acted as credit manager and sales pro- 
moter for the General Motors Acceptance 
Corporation by day. He held legal and ex- 
ecutive positions with this company until 
1938. In 1936 he became a partner in 
the Chicago law firm of Taylor, Miller, 
Busch and Boyden and remained with 
them until 1942. 


An Admirer of Stevenson 


At the beginning of the war Mitchell 
entered Government -service as head of 
the French division of the Lend-Lease 
Administration, later becoming chief ad- 
viser on French economic affairs for the 
State Department. While in Washington 
he got to know Adlai Stevenson well and 
to admire his deep earnestness about pub- 
lic affairs. 

Returning to Chicago, Mitchell resumed 
the private practice of law, finally forming 
the firm of Mitchell, Conway and Bane. 
Conway was a former FBI man; Bane has 
latterly achieved fame as counsel for the 
so-called Big Nine Committee of the Chi- 
cago City Council, which was appointed 
to find out all about the alliance between 
politics, the police and crime. 

Earlier this year Mitchell had been 
named chief counsel for the House Judi- 
ciary subeommittee investigating the De- 
partment of Justice, partly on the recom- 
mendation, it is said, of Vice President 
Barkley, who is Stevenson’s cousin. 


Mitchell’s first move was to submit to 
the subcommittee a complete audit of the 
financial affairs of his law firm to show 
that he and his assocfates had no hamper- 
ing commitments. Then, with the aid of a 
group of former FBI agents, he began to 
lay the groundwork for what was to have 
been a thorough study of the Justice De- 
partment. Higher responsibilities have 
now taken him from this task. 

The Mitchells live comfortably but by 
no means luxuriously. in an apartment in 
Chicago. He is a director of Catholic Chari- 
ties and a trustee of DePaul University 
and has been vice president of the Chicago 
Council on Foreign Relations, a group once 
headed by Stevenson. 

His wife received her master’s degree in 
education from Columbia University, and 
two of his three sons have gone to Cornell. 
The third son is at Loyola Academy, a 
Catholic school. The family spends much 
time near Taos, N.M., where they have 
an adobe house on a four-acre piece of 
ground. Mitchell works on additions to 
the house himself, patiently and skilfully 
building it into something that may yet be 
impressive, like his own developing char- 
acter and career.

Unusual Stories of the Usual 


SHE MADE THE 81G TOWN AND OTHER STORIES. by 
Frank Brookhouser. (U oi A yaa City Press- 
Twayng Publishers, 251 pgs., 5. 

Considering the becuase of the 
majority of modern serious short stories 
(this is not counting the strictly commer- 
cial enterprises of the large-circulation 
weeklies and slick monthlies) being writ- 
ten now, Frank Brookhouser’s “She Made 
the Big Town” is far off the beaten path. 

Except for “Epilogue in the Blues for 
Joey” and “Mr. Timothy and the Model,” 
Mr. Brookhouser reaches for bigger things 
than are encompassed in the fantasy, sur- 
realism, and symbolism which mark the 
work of younger American short story 
writers. 

The world he writes about is one easy to 
put yourself into. One cannot help but 
feela —_— with the boy in “Easter Egg” 
who bought a gift for 
his girl and was 
forced by his mother 
to exchange it for 
something less cost- 
ly. That great ob- 
stacle implausibility 
simply isn’t there in ° 
“Young Man From 
Yesterday,” a diary 
of episodes in the 
life of an aspiring 
writer during the de- 
préssion who faces 
such real sorrows as 
unemploymen® the 
loss of a sweetheart 
to another suitor, or 
the lack of any kind of tomorrow worth 
looking toward. 

It is not an easy job to deal artistically 
with the commonplace, day-to-day world. 
But somehow, perhaps it’s his reserve and 
steadiness, Mr. Brookhouser avoids ideo- 
logical cliches and sentimentality. His 
factory workers in Pennsylvania aren’t agi- 
tators or sufferers. They’re understand- 
ably proud, in the title story, when a home 
town girl makes good in burlesque. What 
they want most of all probably is a better 
deal for their children. 

In France, where Mr. Brookhouser’s 
three or four World War II stories are 
set, the American soldiers like wine and 
women as men do everywhere. But they 
are affected by other experiences too. One 
of them in “Not That Kind of a Deal” 
feels a tremendous satisfaction in talking 
to a homeless Paris boy about his own 
home town in the states, and he isn’t in- 
terested in lining up the kid’s sister. Two 
others in “Triumph With Bells and Laugh- 
ter” help out a wretched and demented 
villager who wasn't the fool the Germans 
thought. 

This may read as if Brookhouser is a 
wide-eyed optimist with a sentimental eye 
for good deeds. That is not the case. It 
is true that Brookhouser searches out the 
common man, and he seems to think that 
good prevails more often than evil. And 
even though a number of Mr. Brookhous- 
er’s people are living quiet lives of desper- 
ation, he does more than record the bare 
facts. He sympathizes; he understands 
why. 

Mr. Brookhouser’s unadorned style is his 
own; and he is on the way to 
the writer of very good short stories.

Ike’s Personal Feelings.

If he saw 
these manifestations, the candi- 
dae ignored them and handled 
himself with dignity while at the 
same time affirming his convic~- 
tion that all elements in the party 
should unite for victory. 

Against this background, Eisen- 
hower resented the more or less 
public terms of truce that Taft 
and his allies insinuated while 
the Senator was still at his sum- 
mer home at Murray Bay in Que- 
bec. Yet, Eisenhower tried to 
keep his personal feelings in the 
background. 

Since the whole matter had 
been aired so publicly, he felt 
there was nothing to do but try 
to bring the warring clans to- 
gether for a common assault on 
the enemy. 


Taft’s Brimstone Campaign. 


He told Taft that he could only 
campaign in his own way—pre- 
senting the issue sincerely and 
earnestly. The slam-bang, give- 
’em-hell technique would be 
wholly out of character. Any ef- 
fort to use that method would 
put him in a foolish and unnatu- 
ral light. 

At the same time he urged Taft 
to go out and do everything in 
his power to help bring about a 
Republican victory.

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FASCOPAL BUDGET 


Delegates Approve Same An- 
nual Budget for 1953 
Through 1955. 
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BOSTON, Sept. 18 (AP)—The 
Protestant Episcopal House of 
Deputies yesterday voted a rec- 
ord $5,929,043 annual budget— 
largest in the church’s history— 
to carry on all phases of the 
church’s work: The delegates ap- 
proved the same budget for 1954 
and 1955. 

The proposed amount must be 
approved by the House of Bishops 
to become an official action. The 
sum sought is $733,575 a year 
more than the 1952: budget. It is 
$123,384 higher than the total 
proposed by the National Council, 
working body of the church, be- 
tween the triennial general con- 
ventions. 

The Rev. Dr. Harry Lee Doll of 
Baltimore, of the budget commit- 
tee, presented the proposal, say- 
ing, “We could not bear with con- 
science before God to bring you 
a budget with lower sights than 
this one.” 

They approved the allocation of 
$4,428.536 annually for’ the 
church’s missionary program. This 
is $624,703 more than the 1952 
appropriation for that work. 

The Rt. Rev. Edmund P. Dand- 
ridge, bishop of Tennessee, pre- 
senting the budget to a joint ses- 
sion of both houses earlier recom- 
mended the increase for overseas 
work. He asked for salary in- 
creases for native workers. He 
proposed $100,000 be set aside “‘to 
send more missionaries and to 
give timely aid to the Japanese 
church.” :

She was married to Vir Den on 
April 14, 1941. They made their 
home at Great Neck, Long Island, 
N.Y. Vir Den was president of 
Lennen & Mitchell, a New York 
advertising agency, until early this 
year.

Through 10 rounds, welter- 
weight Davey sawed into Grazi- 
ano, the ex-middleweight cham- 
pion, with left hooks to the body 
and face. and a jabbing, cuffing 
right. At the end, the sensa- 
tional southpaw was awarded a 
61-39 edge on points by Judge 
Edward Klein, 58-42 by Judge 
Harold Marovitz and 56-44 by 
Referee Frank Sikora. 

Rock-a-Bye. . 
Seldom has a major fight that 
lasted the distance been won so 
unanimously. Only Sikora gave 
Rocky a single round, scoring the 
last in his favor 6-4. 
The nationally-televised and 
broadcast bout drew a ringside 
crowd of 11,970 that paid a gross 
of $83,630. The net.was $64,331 
of which Graziano received 30 per 
cent and Davey 22%. Television 
receipts for each fighter was kept 
a secret. 
The International Boxing Club 
would not commit itself on where 
Graziano will go from here, but it 
was certain of the road ahead of 
the 26-year-old Davey.

The only thing ‘wrong with the 
story is that it is‘ not true.

Mencken published his fable 
about the introduction of the 
bathtub to America in the New 
York Evening Mail Dec. 28, 1917.

He Asserts Eisenhower Is 
Man to Clean It Up, 
Not Stevenson. 


POMONA, Calif., Sepf. 18 (AP)

Milk, Poultry, Egg, Pork Output 
Down Due to High Price of Feed 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 


—Current production trends point 
to a slimmer diet of dairy prod- |} 


year. 

Beef may be the only livestock 
food that will hold its own with 
this year’s supply. 

This general outlook is drawn 
from several recent Agriculture 
Department reports showing that 
the production of milk, chickens 
and hogs is declining. 

These downturns were said to 
reflect the fact that rising costs 
are disecOuraging many producers. 

The fall pig crop—which will 
become the pork supply next 
spring and summer—is expected 
to be 9 per cent smaller than last 
year’s. 

. Milk Output Down. 

Milk production the first eight 
months of this year was down l.- 
300,000,000 pounds from the 831% 
billion pounds produced in the 
corresponding period last year. 
Production in August was the 
smallest for the month since 1940. 
It/averaged the smallest for each 
consumer for the month in nearly 
a quarter of a century. 

Commercial hatchery produc- 
tion of baby chicks in August was 
15 per cent smaller than in the 


For the first eight months of the 
year, hatchery production was 
down 5 per cent from the corre- 
sponding period last year.

The Little Red Hen of story 
book fame is taking top billing 
in the kitchen as well as in the 
nursery these days. Apparently 
American women suddenly have 
discovered the unlimited possibil- 
ities of the stewing hen, judging 
by the record consumption of 
fowl in recent weeks. The num- 
ber of hens which have been 
sold is a tribute to the homemak- 
ers’ ingenuity in balancing the 
food budget by using low-priced 
fowl to off-set the high prices 
of some other foods. 


Hens have improved vastly in 
quality since the days before 
World War II. The reason is that 
practically all fowl now are 
raised on high quality commer- 
cial laying mash which results in 
more tender, more meaty chick- 
ens.

The Russians already have 
shown signs they wouldn’t like 
that, Dulles stated. During the 
shuttle bombing of Germany in 
World War II, Allied flyers from 
the west-crossed Germany, drop- 
ping bombs, and landed in friend- 
ly Russian territory. 

These flyers exposed Russians 
to western ways and the Soviets 
became so afraid of the results 
that they forced discontinuance 
of the shuttle operations, Dulles 
said. 

Truman’s ‘Blind Spot.’ 

He said the basic trouble is 
that the Truman Administration 
has “consistently had a blind spot 
so far as Asia is concerned,” 
while Russia has exploited an 
“Asia first” program. 

Dulles cited warnings which 
he said he and Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey had sounded against the 
withdrawal of American forces 
from Korea in 1949. 

The withdrawal was made, he 
asserted, in the face of evidence 
that North Korea possessed Rus- 
sian-trained and supplied forces 
capable of invading the south, 
and the South Korean govern- 
ment had only military strength 
enough to maintain internal se- 
curity.

postponement of a mock aerial 
strike by NATO carrier-based 
planes and drove unwelcome So- 
viet trawlers into nearby ports. 


About 60 Russian fishing boats 
with grandstand seats for “Opera- 
tion Mainbrace” took refuge from 
the storm in Faroe Island har- 
bors, almost midway along the 
operations route of the Allied 
maneuvers. 

A Danish admiralty spokesman 
said there was “nothing unusual” 
in the Soviet trawlers sheltering 
in the northern Faroes during the 
storm and no regulations against 
it. The Faroe islands are Danish 
territory about 225 miles north 
of Scotland and almost the same 
distance from Norway. 

The Allied task force trying to 
bring relief to friendly forces 
fighting mythical ‘invaders of 
Scandinavia tossed for the second 
straight day ‘in high and often 
snow-swept waters. 

One hundred fighter-bombers 
waited in vain at dawn to take 
off from carriers and resume the 
attack on “enemy” communica- 
tions along the northern Norwe- 
gian coast. Their targets are 
“enemy”-held power plants, air- 
fields, troop concentrations and 
supply dumps. 

Other Allied warships of the 
friendly relief forces plowed 
through icy waves 35 to 40 feet 
high and shelled “enemy” strong- 
holds in the Lofoten islands, near 
the northernmost part of the Nor- 
wegian shore. 

Escort vessels waged a bitter 
battle against submarines and 
planes attempting to pick. off con- 
voyed supply ships en route from 
Scotland's Firth of Forth to Ber-

There's More to It Than Just Cutting

Per- 
sonally, I have always been a 
pro-squash man. Just to show 
what a strong pro-squash man I

I was a kid. This is extremely 
unusual. I have observed, in talk- 
ing to squash lovers, that few of 
them professed a fondness for 
the vegetable in childhood, but 
acquired the taste with the years. 

There are, ‘roughly speaking, 
two kinds:.of squash. Summer 
squash and winter squash. Or, as 
the fellow said, summer squash 
and summer not. Summer squash 
displays a remarkable diversity 
of form. Some varieties are fiat, 
like a flying saucer, others are 
elongated and some are 
elongated and curved. They range 
in color from white through 
cream to bright yellow. Some are 
variegated. But they have one 
thing in common — a delicate 
and subtle flavor. When properly 
handled, that is. 

Ordinarily the cookbooks will 
say to cut them up and boil them 
and serve them with butter. Well, 
basically speaking, that couldn't 
be called incorrect. But there is 
more to it than that. The selec- 
tion of the squash, for* instance. 
They should be plucked when 
still young and tender.

Add a small amount 
of water a a = necessary. 


QUASH is found everywhere, 

including Portugal, and the

Peel a one-pound summer 
squash, take out the seeds and 
cut it in one-inch cubes. Par- 
boil it in salted water and drain 
it. Meanwhile prepare the sauce 
by frying a small minced anion 
and a minced clove of garlic to-

gether in a couple of tablespoons 
of bacon fat. Don’t brown them. 
Add salt and pepper and a half 
teaspoon of minced parsley.

Let it simmer a few minutes 
and then add the squash and mix 
it well. Cover it closely and sim- 
mer it slowly until the squash is 
tender and the liquid nearly ab- 
sorbed. You may have to remove 
the cover near the end to reduce 
it enough. The squash may be 
mashed lightly with a fork or left 
in cubes. It’s delicious.

N ITALY, on the other hand,

Now add the squash and peppers 
and salt and pepper—a half tea- 
spoon of salt and an eighth of 
pepper. Cook it three minutes 
longer over a slow flame. 
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N TEXAS, where anything can 
| happen and often does, they 

make squash pancakes. It’s a 
fact. Like this: Mix together two 
cups of cooked and mashed 
squash, three tablespoons of melt- 
ed butter, a teaspoon of minced 
parsley, half teaspoon of salt, 
eighth teaspoon of pepper, fourth 
teaspoon of celery salt, fourth 
teaspoon of paprika, half tea- 
spoon of onion juice, a beaten 
egg, a half cup of milk, a half. 
cup of sifted, all-purpose flour 
and a half teaspoon of baking 
powder. 

Mix it well. The batter should 
be thick enough to drop by 
spoonsful. Drop them onto a hot, 
lightly greased griddle. Tip the 
griddle a little to spread the 
cakes. Turn them only once and 
serve them immediately. 

That should just about wrap 
up the subject of squash. 


How It Started

“No Love PE a 


N the history of the old saying 

that “There is no love lost be- 

tween them,” the emphasis is 
on the literature of the seven- 
teenth gentury, in which it had 
considerable usage, although the 
indications are that it was known 
by word of mouth before the turn 
of the century. It is found not 
only in the. English authors of 
this period, but in French and 
Spanish as well. 


As we know this expression to- 
day, it. would hardly occur to us 
that it could signify anything 
other than the negation of affec- 
tion or respect between the peo- 
ple in question, ‘‘there is no love 
lost between them” meaning that 
they have no love or liking for 
each other. 

And here we come to the inter- 
esting aspect of the saying’s his- 
tory; for, in former times, it was 
used also to indicate reciprocal 
affection—that no love was lost! 
For example, in the works of 
Robert Davenport, an English 
writer of the first half of the 
seventeenth century, we find this: 
“Oh, my sweete! Sure there is no 
love lost when you two meete.” 
And as recently as in Charles 
Lamb, writing in the last century, 
this obsolete usage again saw the 
light. ° ‘ 

However, the record shows the 
saying in its modern sense in 
black and white as early as 1622, 
when it was beautifully defined 
just as we use it today, as fol- 
lows: 

“But there’s no great love lost 

’twixt them. and mee, 

We keepe asunder and so best 

agree.” 

Thus it would appear that the 
expression saw contemporary us- 
age both ways, though they con- 
tradicted each other, pntil it set- 
tled down to the meaning it has 
for us: today.

The nearer the 
family relationship the less trustworthy is the sampler. 

Samplers work quickly. They will have eaten their fill 
before their victim has time to utter a cry of protest.

OST bridge players worry too 
much about errors of com- 
mission and too little about 
errors of omission. That is to say, 
they are aghast at the thought of 
taking sets, or bidding a slam and 
going down a trick—all of which 
is as it should be, of course—but 
they are peculiarly self-excusing 
when they miss a laydown slam 
or game, or fail to sacrifice prof- 
itably against the opponents. 


Above everything else, this type 
of player is woefully inept in the 
penalty-doubling department. No 
doubt he once doubled a two- 
spade bid and saw the cdntract 
fulfilled, for an opposing game, 
and ever since he has wanted a 
rockribbed guarantee for such 
doubles! As a consequence of this 
super-cautious policy, however, 
something happens time and again 
which for some inexplicable rea- 
sop, fails to bother this player— 
the opponents, taking all sorts of 


liberties, go down two tricks and 


three tricks and four tricks, un- 
doubled! 

All of which leads to this illus- 
tration—a hand played at a fa- 
mous New York club:
